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REMARKS 

Claims 1-22 are pending. No amendments have been made by way of the present 
submission, thus, no new matter has been added. 

In the outstanding Office Action the Exaiiiiner has required Applicants to elect one of the 
following six groups pursuant to Unity of Invention Requirements: 

Group I, claims 1-4, drawn to a target protein; 

Group II, claims 5-8, drawn to a gene encoding a target protein; 

Group III, claims 9-12, drawn to a screening method for an antidiabetic; 

Group IV, claims 1 3, drawn to an antidiabetic compound of undefined structure; 

Group V, claims 14-21, drawn to a thiazolidine derivative; and 

Group VI, claim 22, drawn to a process for manufacturing a thiazolidine derivative. 

Applicants respectfully elect Group III, directed to claims 9-12. This is an election 
without traverse. 

In view of the above, favorable action on the merits is respectfully solicited.
